Corti had for seventeen years 
been Instructor in Romance 
Languages at Bard-St. Steplicn’s 
College at Annandale-on-Hud- 
son, N. Y. His friend and col¬ 
league from the Literature a:id 
Language faculty of the .same 
I institution, Edward Voorliees, ac¬ 
companied him to Sierra Madre 
on leave of ab.sonce. Mr. Voor- 
Itces later resigned and has 
since remained with Profc.ssor 
Corti, who had no relatives in 
America. 

Born at Como, Italy, in 1868, 
of Spani.sh-Ilalian parentage, 
Mr. Corti had a varied atid col¬ 
orful life. After studying lan¬ 
guages in Paris for two years, 
still under twenty, Mr. Corti 
migrated to the Argentine, where 
he married and engaged in 
busine.ss. On the early death of 
his young Spanish wife he took 
their infant daughter to his sis¬ 
ter in Italy and came to the 
United States in 1893. 

He next became part-owner of 
one of the great cattle ranches 
near Colima, Mexico, bu^ gave it 
up after eighteen months. Re¬ 
turning to the United States he

Ho loved teaching and 
being with young people, and 
more than o.nce remarked that, 
those seventeen years comprised [ 
the happiest long period of his i 
entire life. i 

Here in Sierra Madre he re- ' 
sumed his vocation, Instrucllng j 
in Spanish, Italian, and French, 
such individual.s as sought him j 
out at “Casa Serena”. Ho con¬ 
tinued teaching right up to the i 
week preceding his death.
